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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Peterson does not show 
transmit signal blocking circuitry between the receive input and output, nor does the reference teach receive signal blocking circuitry 
between the transmit input and output. Examiner notes that Applicant discloses the blocking circuitry as comprising back to back diodes. 
In Fig. 1 0, Peterson shows sets of back to back diodes between each of the receive and transmit inputs and outputs. Regarding Applicant's 
argument that Peterson lacks a multiplexed transducer element, Examiner respectfully maintains that the reference transducer element is in 
fact multiplexed; i.e., it is connected to more than one channel (transmit and receive), and therefore meets the claim. 
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
